Dut it rapidly i.s ap- 
proaching the point where everything 
put on the screen is censored by some- 
one. And such censorship is termed 
an evil.

persons in this country feel that they 
must condemn something,! For years 
they battled against liquor, but to no 
avail. They iilso found out that it 
didn't do much good fo shout about 
the kind of bathing suits girls wear 
on the beaches.

for them to combat, so they're nil hop- 
ping on Old Man Movie— and with 
jjj^her terrifying results.

"ing to take their favorite entertain- 
ment away from them. 


Classics on Screen 


The campaign also will include ex- 


ploitation of certain films such as 
"Treasure Island" and "Girl of the 
Limberlost" as evidence that the in- 
dustry is aiming at clean entertain- 
ment. 


There isn't a producer in Hollywood 


who won't admit that some films have 
overstepped the bounds of decency. 
Ho'wever, the box office has proved 
a far bolter censor than all the organ- 
ized bodies combined. 


The realy bad pictures have done 


poor business, proving that the public 
itself will tell the movie makers what 
it wants and doesn't want. 


And the film industry wants the 


public rather a flock of professional 
reformers, to dictate what type of en- 
tertainment is to be put on the silver 
screen.

expenses in government, praises the county consolidation 


movement on the one hand, and attacks the four-year-term 
proposal on the other. 
Denouncing (ho proposed 
amcnd- 


"'"•mont as a "grab" because if adopted 


next November it would allow the 
candidates nominated in August to 
serve four years instead of two, the 
Gazette says: 


Certainly if the voters in the pri- 


mary are going to nominate a man 
for a four-year term, they should 
know that specifically when they 
vote. They couldn't know under 
the terms of the "bonus" amend- 
ment. 


If a newspaper any less financially 


independent than the Gazette were to 
take this peculiar position—endorsing 
county consolidation to save tax ex- 
pense, but at the same l.ime opposing 
the four-year-term proposal—if a pa- 
per small and weaker than the Ga- 
zette were to take that position, I say, 
we would presume it was thinking 
more about its own business than the 
public's. 


You sec, county 
consolidations 


wouldn't greatly affect a commercial 
newspaper's revenue; but if elections 
were held every four years instead of 
every two, political advertising would 
be cut in half. 


But to make such an insinuation 


against the Gazette is unfair because 
it is unreasonable. The Gazette, like 
any commercial newspaper, probably 
draws more revenue from one major 
advertising account than all its bien- 
nial political advertisers put together. 


The Gazette, it seems to me, is ac- 


tually opposing the four-yoar-term 
proposal for the literal reason that it 
has already stated—hut how is a four- 
ycar-tcrm ever to 
be 
inaugurated 


without this objection still being true? 


X X X 


The Gazette complains that the long- 


term proposal is too rigorous because: 


All two-year terms from gover- 


nor down to constable would be 
doubled. 
Except possibly the House of Rep- 


resentatives, a four-year term is de- 
sirable for every public office in Ar- 
kansas. We cling to the 'two-year 
term for the lower legislative cham- 
ber because tradition already gives 
the senators a four-year term, and 
when mistakes are made the people 
therefore have a chance to overturn 
the lower house after two years and 
put a stop to whatever is going on in 
the legislature that they don't like. 


But on the whole, the American 


people arc getting away from the two- 
year term. Its inefficiency has been 
tacitly conceded for many years, tra- 
dition requiring that where a man 
has performed faithfully for one two- 
year term and has learned the duties 
of his office, he then be continued for 
a second term. 


X X X 


I do not know that the present four- 


year-term proposal is the particular 
one that the people of Arkansas want 
to adopt. But the agitation will not 
die, and this matter is fining to be de- 
baled widely in a year when the run- 
ning expenses of government arc still 
high and the people are clamoring 
for efficient management. 


There is no reason, for instance, 


why we should go on paying for elec- 
tions every two years when tradition 
holds for a total of four years in of- 
fice—there is no reason why we should 
go on paying this hill at a time when 
we can't pay our public school teach- 
ers a living wage, or operate all our 
schools without a tuition charge. 


Common sense dictates a redistri- 


bution of the running expenses of 
government—and strict budgeting of 
election expense, through a four-year 
term, is one solution.

LITTLE ROCK—The State Board of 


Education Monday apportioned $621,- 
025.45 from the common school fund .to 
the various counties on the basis of 
the 1933 school enumeration of 653,711, 
the amount being 95 cents per capita. 


This distribution brought to $3.30 


the per capita apportionment for the 
school year of 1933-34, other apportion- 
ments being as follows: September, 
1933, $1.50; December, 1933, 44 cents; 
March, 1934, 41 cents. 


This year's apportionment was only 


seven cents- less than the 1932-33 per 
capita distribution of $3.37, which in- 
cluded funds accumulated after the 
March (1932) distribution, no appor- 
tionment having been made in June, 
1932. 


Warrants were being prepared Mon- 


day to distribute the money to county 
treasurers, but it was .said that the 
warrants will not be mailed before 
Saturday since (hoy must remain in 
the comptroller's office for the five- 
day pro-audit period.

Silver I'asscs Senate 


WASHINGTON - (iP) — The senate 


Monday night voted down a proposal 


for immediate payment of the soldiers' 
bonus certificates and passed the ad- 
ministration's silver purchase plan. 
The votes removed two of the major 
measures that remained to be dispos- 
ed of before adjournment. 


The silver bill authorizes the admin- 


istration to buy silver and issue silver 
certificates until a fourth of the na- 
tion's money is backed by silver. It 
goes back to the house for action on 
senate amendments. These were ex- 
pected to be approved without the 
usual conference delay to send the 
bill at once to the White House. 


The silver bill was passed, 55 to 25, 


without a single amendment opposed 
by the administration. 


A few minutes earlier, the senate 


had rejected the cash bonus amend- 
ment offered by Senator Shipstead, 
Farmer Labor, Minnesota, by 51 to 31, 
without debate. A bonus proposal was 
beaten early in the session. 64 to 24. 


Vote on Silver Bill

Farmer-Laborite, to pass the silver bill 
with 19 Republicans and six Demo- 
crats voting in opposition.

Warships to China 


SHANGHAI, China.—With two Jap- 


anese cruisers and one destroyer 
speeding toward Nanking, the inci- 
dent concerning disappearance of the 
Japanese vice consul, Eimeri Kura- 
moto from Nanking last Friday night 
took on a more serious aspect Tues- 
day. The Japanese destroyer Ashi left 
Shanghai bound for Nanking Monday 
morning, while the light cruiser Tsu- 
shima, commanded by Rear Admiral 
Sugizaka, departed from anchorage 
:b,ere during the i),y?hjtr 
..., .' 


The cruiser Idzurhor flagship of the 


Japanese third fleet's China "squadron, 
commanded by Vice Admiral'Iwa- 
mura, which had been at Hankow, al- 
so was ordered to Nanking. Since 
one Japanese destroyer already was 
anchored at Nanking, the Japanese 
will have four warcraft anchored on 
the Nanking water front Wednesday. 


On instruction from Tokio, high 


Japanese military and naval officials 
conferred here Monday. The confer- 
ence included Capt. T. Sato of the 
Naval Office, Liieut. Gen. Yoshimichi 
Suzuki, of the War Office, Rear Ad- 
miral Sugizaka and legation officials. 
Instructions later were sent to the 
J.-ipancse consul general, Yakichiro 
Suma at Nanking, giving Suma a free 
hand in dealing with Chinese officials. 


Tokio Means Business 


Reports from Tokio published here 


said the Japanese government regards 
the incident as most serious. 


"When a protest is lodged, it will be 


couched in strong terms demanding 
assurance of better protection for Jap- 
anese subjects in China. 


Chinese authorities have searched 


Nanking and environs day and night 
since Kuramoto's disappearance, but 
have found no trace of him. A reward 
of 15,000 dollars silver (currently about 
$5,000) will be given for information 
of his whereabouts "dead ar alive." 


Marshal Chiang Kai-Shek's paper, 


Chen Pao, declared that Chinese au- 
thorities are doing their best to find 
Kuramoto, hence that demands of 
Japanese residents for drastic action 
are unjustified, as is also Japan's ac- 
tion in sending war craft to Nanking. 


Chiang's paper also disputed 
the 


Japanese denial of the suicide theory. 


Chinese papers, admitting the seri- 


ousness of the situation, said that re- 
gardless of the reasons for the vice 
consul's disappearance, it provides the 
Japanese with a fresh incentive for 
strong action.

er inhibited by the presence of Capitol 
Hill's sharp-shooters. 


Rush to the Country 


Just the same, there's a large move- 


ment into the surrounding country- . 
side. Officials and clerks alike are j 
finding places in Maryland and Vir- 
ginia where they can fool around in 
gardens or on small farms and keep 
themselves and the wives and kids 
cool at night 


Despite elaborate charts presented 


by the local Board of Trade to show 
that more icicles bloom here in sum- 
mertime than in any other American 
town or city, the popular suspicion re- 
mains that th,e weather becomes in- 
sufferably holf ' 


The streets become spattered with 


seersucker and white linen suits and 
if you don't notice them it's because 
you're too startled by the extremes 
in warm weather visibility displayed 
by dowagers, house wives, and gov- 
ernment stenographers. 


Most of the money put back into 


federal pay envelopes when Congress 
restored the salary cuts has gone into 
establishing that "little place in the 
country" or other escapes into shacks 
and camps within driving distance on 
the Potomac, the South River, or 
Chesapeake Bay.

Beware of Punishing Another's 


Unruly Child 


They've Been Going Around Together Long Enough 


What can a mother do when the 


neighbor's children misbehave in her 
house? 


Does she have any authority over 


them whatever? 


Yes, I think she has. because the 


argument is simple. If a child came 
in, went for the matches, and started 
to throw a lighted one into a waste 
basket, she wouldn't hesitate to take 
the matches away instantly and then 
send him home. 


Or if another child with whoopin- 


cough wandered in and refused to 
budge, she would feel perfectly justi- 
fied in picking him up and evicting 
him bodily from the premises with or- 
ders not to come back. 


Just how far may she feel justified 


n laying down the law to her neigh- 
3or's children will depend, of course, 
on circumstances, and her own sense 
of outrage, but there is no doubt that 
Jiere are tunes when it must be done. 
!n turn she must expect other mem- 
jers to exert the same right with her 
children if they transgress. 


When Children Visit 


When children visit back and forth 


there are bound to be little spats, 
some breakage, and the usual tear-up. 
Every mother has to learn to be|ir 
with a normal amount of rough going. 
Besides, she must try to reconcile her- 
self to the fact that rules in each home 
vary. She may not allow the pantry 
to be touched whereas Jimmy next 
door is allowed to forage when he's 
hungry. On the other hand she may 
permit her Johnny to slide down the 
oak bannister, while next door, the 
uprights being white and easily mark- 
ed, the tobogganing is forbidden. 


But suppose now, it's Jimmy's day 


to leave his calling card and his day 
to be particularly hungry. 


Of course he ought to realize that 


next door is next door and he must 
keep his hands off the cookies; how- 
ever, he feels very much at home and 
helps himself. 
' 


Shall his hostess send him home? 


Surely she can do that. But her boy 
likes him and next day he's back. 
This time he gets into trouble again 
and again she sends him home. Then 
Johnny teases to go over. "Well, run 
along," she gives in. 


Mothers Should Agree 


One way is for mothers to get to- 


gether and Jraw up a bill of rights, 
giving friendly permission to one an- 
other to lay down the law when nec- 
essary. But be careful about punish- 
ing another woman's child. Don't do 
it. There may be times when it might 
seem to be the only way, as when 
Jimmy pinches the baby, for instance. 
But still don't do it. Forbid him the 
house, but keep hands off. And don't 
send in Johnny to kick Jimmy's cat 
or let out his bird. 


If a child persists in tramping down 


your best begonias or pulling your 
hard-earned roses, call the patrol if 
you have to. or put up a wall, or don't 
plant flowers, but don't hit him or 
ihake him. That way lies real trouble. 


However, such advice seems super- 


fluous as people ahe seldom moved 
to mayhem where the children of oth- 
ers are concerned. Many annoying 
things happen, but the best way is to 
fix it up by arbitration with the moth- 
ers themselves. We never know when 
we, too. will need forbearance. Some 
day our dog may tear up some of Mr. 
Smith's shirts, or our Bessie drop a 
bottle *3f ink on Mrs. Smith's new 
porch rug.

Try This Tomato Salad For Your 


Picnic Lunch

Salads, sandwiches and little cakes 


always arc acceptable in the picnic 
hamper. Perhaps a few suggestions 
and recipes may help you in packing 
your next picnic luncheon. 


Potato salad is a standby for picnics 


but frequently potato chips are liked 
and then the snlad must be something 
else that is easy to pack and serve. A 
stuffed tomato salad is particularly 
good. 


Stuffed Tomato Salad 


Four medium sized tomatoes, 4 hard 


cooked eggs, 4 tablespoons diced cel- 
ery, 4 tablespoons chopped cold boiled 
ham (optional), boiled salad dressing. 


Scald and chill tomatoes. Peel and 


scoop out the seeds. Sprinkle the in- 
side with salt and pepper and turn 
upside-down to drain. This step is 
important because it tends to make 
the tomato firm. Hard cook eggs and 
chop coarsely. Add celery and ham 
and enough salad dressing to make 
quite moist. Fill tomatoes with mix- 
ture and put each tomato into a small 
baking cup lined with lettuce leaves. 
Chill until ready to pack. 


A "boiled" dressing is chosen m 


place of mayonnaise because the boil- 
ed dressing stands up better 
than 


mayonnaise which tends to separate 
if treated too roughly. 


Sandwiches of chopped olives and 


pimentocs are good to serve with this 
salad. Cream cheese and finely chop- 
ped nuts together with lettuce sand- 
wich might complete the assortment. 


When it comes to cake, I have found 


that individual cakes, such as cup 
cakes and cookies arc much easier to 
handle at a picnic than one large cake. 


Chocolate Cup Cakes 


These little cakes are easy to make. 


The rule will make ten or twelve, de- 
pending on the size of the cups. 


One cup flour, 1 teaspoon baking 


powder, '/• tcaspon salt, 3 tablespoons 
butter, Mi cup sugar, 1 egg, % teaspoon 
vanilla, 5 tablespoons milk, 1 square 
bitter chocolate. 


Mix and sift flour, salt and baking 


powder. Sift thro times. Cream but- 
ter and gradually beat in sugar, beat- 
ing until the mixture is very light. 
Melt chocolate over hot water and beat

State street home there lives a 3- 
ycar-old "banana baby" Richard Alan 
Zeleney. He has been on u strictly 
bannna diet for ,'X) months. Physicians 
estimated that when the boy bus eaten 
4,470 more bammas he will have a 
stomach more than normally strong 
and healthy. 


It will take little Dick a year to ac- 


complish the ta.sk, following his pres- 
ent schedule of 12 bananas a day. four 
at each meal. And when he is of- 
ficially lifted off tho banana diet, en- 
forced upon him at the age of six 
months because of his stomach's in- 
ability to digest any other kind of 
food, he will have consumed 
up- 


wards of 15,300 bananas. 


Anybody who has the idea that the 


boy will be glud to get off the diet 
and refuse thereafter ever to look at 
a banana is mistaken. 
For at his 


home today he assured reporters he 
"liked bananas the best of anything to 
tat 
because they 
don't 
hurt my 


stomach." 


Dickey doesn't look as though he 


was a baby whose life was despaired 
of when he was six months old. But 
Mrs. Zeleney, his young mother, de- 
clared that the first six months of her i 
baby's life was the blackest in her 
own. 


"Dickey,"' she said, "had an abdo- 


minal condition in which foods he ate 
did nothing but set up inflarnation. He 
was literally starving to death. We 
consulted many physicians before we 
found Dr. Louis Robbin. a specialist, 
who after a week's study of the case, 
decided to try bananas on the baby. 
Dickey was weaned on water and 
bananas. We crushed the ripe fruit 
into pulp with a masher and fed it to 
him in a nursing bottle. 


"The improvement was immediate. 


When he started on his banana diet 
he was emaciated and five pounds 
under normal weight. Today he weighs 
32 povmds, which is the exact normal 
weight for a three-year-old 
baby." 


Dickey was three in February. 


Dr. Robbins said bananas have every 


vitamin the boy's body needs and he 
will keep him on the diet for another ] 
year.

Highway Employe Killed 


in Pine Bluff Apart- 


ment Quarrel 


PINE BLUFF, Ark.—N. B. Niven Jr., 


young lawyer and former member of 
the legislature from Jefferson county, 
shot and fatally wounded William Ray 
Mead, 43, disabled World war vet- 
eran and employe of tho state High- 
way Department, Monday night. 


(Editor's Note: The William Ray 


Mead who was killed in Pine Bluff 
Monday was an uncle of Coach Teddy 
Jones of Hope High School. Mr. Jones 
left Hope for Pine Bluff early Tues- 
day morning.) 


The shooting, which occurred 
in 


Mead's apartment in the downtown 
section, was said to have resulted from 
a fight that took place earlier. Police 
said that after the fight Mead appeal- 
ed to them for protection, and that 
they were searching for Niven when 
the shooting occurred. 


The shooting was witnessed by two 


young women, Vivian Higgins and 
Dorsey Smith, who told officers that 
Niven forced Mead to get on his knees 
and then forced hi into get on a bed 
sefore shooting him. 


Mear was pleading for his life when 


shot, they said, and after being wound- 
ed, begged Niven not to shoot him 
again. 


Hulen Spillyards, taxi driver, whc 


occupies an adjoining room, said tha 
he saw Niven enter the room am 
rushed there to find Niven, gun ir 
hand, standing over Mead, who was 
on his knees. Spillyards said that he 
rim to his room to call police anc 
heard the shot just as he lifted the 
telephone receiver. 


The young women sair that as Mead 


begged for his life, Niven ran from 
the room and down the sairs. The 
apartment is on the third floor of it 
building near Second and Main streets.
